The Ukiah Dispatch is informed by 
T. W. Beattie, who is engaged in 
m aking lime on the mountain between 
that place and Little Lake, th at a few 
days since he put a blast into a large 
lime rock, and following the explo­ 
sion a petrified pine log rolled out 
from the fissure. In the center of the 
petrified mass it was discovered, after 
breaking it, that there were pieces of 
charcoal and wood in which the pro­ 
cess of petrifaction was only partial, 
while tiie outside was solid rock. The 
log is about three feet in diameter.

From the San Diego Union, Ja n e 10. 
Our Arizona telegrams inform usof 
tne recent killing of Maj. Milton B. 
Duflield, near Tucson. 
W e 
have 
known the deceased for nearly twenty 
years, and his career was in m any re­ 
spects a remarkable one. H e former­ 
ly lived near Sonora, in Tuolumne 
county, and he there had the reputa­ 
tion of being an absolutely dead shot 
with pistol or rifle, and consequently 
rather a had man to quarrel with. 
In 
those days lie had a nerve of steel, and 
his perfect coolness and unflinching 
courage carried him safely through 
several desperate encounters. About 
eighteen yeirrs ago the writer saw him 
shoot three men, who had surrounded 
him with tlie purpose of assassinating 
him, and who approached and fired 
upon him simultaneously. 
Duflield 
drew his revolver and picked oil' his 
assailants, one at a time, reserving his 
final shot for one who was firing upon 
him from the shelter of a doorway. 
Having disposed of tlie two men fac­ 
ing him, lie Wliecded about and caught 
the third just as lie was leaning out of 
the doorway to tire again, tlie ball 
from Dulfield’s pistol striking him im ­ 
mediately above tlie heart. 
A t the outbreak of the civil war, 
Duflield (who was a Virginian by 
birth), went East and took service as a 
scout in tlie Union army. 
He was 
subsequently made a Major in Fre­ 
mont’s command in Virginia. 
On 
leaving the service he received the a p ­ 
pointment of United States Marshal 
for Arizona, and proceeded to Tucson, 
where lie has since made his home. 
Of late years, we are informed, Maj. 
Duffieid was somewhat dissipated in 
his habits, and was quarrelsome when 
under the influence of drink, getting 
into frequent difficulties. 
His term of 
service as Marshal expired some five 
or six months ago. 
Latterly he was 
engaged in mining operations, and it 
was in a dispute concerning the own­ 
ership of a claim that he lost his life. 
The deceased was known to m any 
citizens of San Diego. 
All old resi­ 
dents of Tuolumne county will re­ 
member him well. 


Official reports of imports into tlie

Counting wheat and 
flour the United States receipts in the 
two periods were, respectively: 5,323,­ 
777 and 10,949,852 bushels. 
The price 
of this wheat was equivalent to, re­ 
spectively, $1.79 and Si.93 per bushel, 
l o r these periods, in which a small 
total increase is shown, the Russian 
receipts were reduced one-half; those 
of the United States were doubled.

Land in Los Angeles County. 


T h e H e r a l d is in receipt of u letter 
from a gentleman residing in Tennes­ 
see, in which the writer says he lias 
been led to believe that the area of 
land adapted to cultivation in Los 
Angeles county is quite small. Re­ 
sides, lie has heard that as the good 
land is already occupied, there is but 
little inducement for persons of mod­ 
erate means, whose occupation is the 
cultivation of the soil, to seek this 
valley. The gentleman has been mis­ 
informed ¡11 both particulars. There 
are over two hundred thousand acres 
of good corn land, needing but little 
irrigation and capable of producing 
e'irhty bushels per acre, in this county. 
There are abo not less than three hun­ 
dred thousand acres that will produce 
small grain and well adapted to the 
growth of semi-tropical fruit. The 
county is capable of supporting a mil­ 
lion people, and it now contains less 
than thirty thousand. The good land 
is not already under cultivation, nor is 
one-half of it. Thousands of acres have 
never been disturbed by the plowshare. 
Good land is not held at prices beyond 
the reach of men of moderate means. 
An abundance of rich soil may be pur­ 
chased at from five to fifty dollars per 
acre. The price of land depends not 
so much 011 the quality of the soil as 
its location. In the immediate vicin­ 
ity of Los Angeles, land is worth from 
fifty to two hundred and fifty dollars 
per acre. But farther away, in some 
of the richest sections of the valley, 
good farms can be purchased cheap. 
Real estate is advancing steadily 
throughout the valley, and it Í9 haz­ 
arding little to say that within the 
next year or eighteen months the av­ 
erage advance throughout the county 
will he at least one hundred per cent. 
But little land is now bought on spec­ 
ulation. Purchasers are generally 
those who contemplate becoming per­ 
manent settlers. These statements 
are comet, and from them our Ten­ 
nessee correspondent will see that he 
has been misled in two essential 
particulars concerning Los Angeles 
county. 


A War of Races. 
Fears are entertained by many well 
Informed persons that a war of races 
will be inaugurated in Louisiana be­ 
fore many months have passed by. A 
large area of the State has been deso­ 
lated by floods and misery, and degra­ 
dation everywhere prevail among 
the poor class of white people and 
the negroes. There is no money in 
the State, and the means to prevent 
actual starvation must como from 
elsewhere. The levees are in a ruin­ 
ous condition and their repair by the 
general Government is the only hope 
of the people. It is reported that 
years must elapse before the overflow­ 
ed regions will be again recovered or 
the owners of the land again find 
themselves in a prosperous condition. 
The State is hopelessly in debt, and 
she cannot furnish the means of liv­ 
ing to her starving poor. Many of 
the white people and all of the negroes 
openly pronounce in favor of repudi­ 
ating all debts, State and individual. 
Carpet-bag rule is asserted t# be the 
chief cause of the great financial de­ 
pression. Repudiation and anti-repu­ 
diation will be the issue of the elec­ 
tion in September. The feeling of ha­ 
tred between the whites and blacks is 
growing stronger every day, and a po­ 
litical crisis seems inevitable. Both 
sides are forming societies and secret 
meetings are held nightly. The strug­ 
gle when it comes will be a clearly 
defined contest between the whites 
and the blacks. The first blow will be 
struck in Louisiana, but the conflict 
will not be confined to that State. 
The same hatred of one race for the 
other is felt to a greater or less extent 
all over the South; and blood once 
shed in Louisiana, the conflict of races 
will com meneo throughout half a 
dozen States. This statement of the 
condition of affairs in the South to­ 
gether with what we may anticipate 
in the near future, is made by an 
pgcut sent out by the Government. 
The facts are therefore in tho posses­ 
sion of the Administration. The 
reign of terror may be averted by the 
prompt and determined action of the 
Go erument. Shall carpet-bag rule 
cease, er shall the South be deluged 
with blood ? 


T h e San Francisco Post sends up 
its usual hypocritical whine over 
W o o d h c l l’s lecture. 
It seems 
strange that the Pont should publish a 
lecture which it editorially denounces 
as immoral. 
Wo have read Mrs. 
W ood h u l l' s lecture from begin­ 
ning to end, carefully and crit­ 
ically. The language Is pure, a 
great deal purer than that of the 
Pont, and the argument a thousand 
times stronger than any it is capable 
of putting forth, even upon its incen­ 
diary bobbies. We cannot endorse 
and we may quarrel with many of 
Mrs. W o o d h u l l’s ideas, but wo must 
admit that her style is clear, concise 
and pointed, and that her language is 
as free from vulgarity and coarseness as 
that of any lecturer we ever read after. 
We can remember when the Pont 
filled Its columns with coarse charges 
against the “Escaped Nun,” and 
clothed those charges with language 
that Mrs. 
W o o d iiu l l would be 
ashamed to utter. But it was cur­ 
rently reported thut the Pott was paid 
to hound her. Perhaps it wants to be 
paid not to hound Mrs. W o o d iiu l l. 


No Investigation. 
The untiring efforts of Congressman 
L t t t r k l l to obtain an investigation 
into the affairs of the Contract and 
Finance Company of the Central Pa­ 
cific Railroad have borne no fruit be­ 
yond convincing the public that much 
chicanery was practiced .and causing 
much fear and trepidation among the 
railroad managers. An Investigation 
bus been postponed, perhaps indefi­ 
nitely postponed. 
No Committee 
will be appointed, and until the reas­ 
sembling of Congress, the Central Pa­ 
cific people will enjoy immunity from 
molestation. This is probably as wise 
a conclusion as Congress could reach. 
L u t t r e l l is confident that great 
frauds were practiced by the company, 
both upon the Government and the 
small stockholders, and his efforts to 
procure an investigation were earnest 
and praisworthy, but he lias over­ 
looked 0110 essential feature in tho 
programme necessary to carry out bis 
purpose, and that is the utter impossi­ 
bility of obtaining a fair and impartial 
investigation. Time was, when in 
looking into an affair of this kind, the 
sole purpose of the Committee was to 
get at the facts. No such purpose 
actuates the Committee as a whole 
uow-a-days. A portion, often a ma­ 
jority of its members, now bend their 
energies to prevent the admission of 
evidence in any way calculated to 
prove the guilt of the party accused. 
The object is to prove the charge 
false, not to hear the whole case pro 
and con. A modern Congressional 
Committee of Investigation is a given 
number of pettifoggers, for and against 
the party who is accused of unjust and 
unlawful aetiou. 
M r. 
LUTTRELL 
ought to know, if he does not, that had 
he succeeded in procuring an investi­ 
gation a large percentage of the Com­ 
mittee appointed would have been the 
pettifogging friends of the railroad 
company. He is not ignorant of the 
fact that the sole business of these 
friends would have been to cover up 
and hide, as far as possible, thoie acts 
of the Company that will not bear the 
light. Then the really honest portion 
of the Committee would'find obstruc­ 
tions thrown in their way, not only 
by the parties accused but by a portion 
of their own number. Nothing satis­ 
factory could result from an investiga­ 
tion conducted in this manner. Yet 
this is the way in which thP Credit 
Mobilier and other investigations of 
similar charges, have been conducted. 
Better not investigate at all than to 
make a farce of it.

A Too Sweeping Assertion. 
It is a mistaken notion that the 
Mexicans and Californians asa whole, 
or even a considerable portion of them, 
sympathize with V a sq u e z or swear 
vengeance 011 the captors and execu­ 
tioners of R omo. We believe we may 
safely say that only the lower class of 
these people feel any interest what­ 
ever in the bandit, beyond tlie desire 
that he should be brought to justice, 
and it is only this class that regret the 
death of R om o. Those who entertain 
a different opinion do injustice to 
many respectable citizens. There are 
many persons, bath among the Mexi­ 
cans and Americans who regret the 
exigencies which compelled the people 
to take the law into their own hands, 
and it is not astonishing that people 
are found who desire that the circum­ 
stances which led to the death of R omo 
should be investigated before a legal 
tribunal; but it does not follow that 
these people regret his death or believe 
that he did not richly merit' the fate 
he met. He was a murderer, and he 
died as all murderers should die—at 
the end of a rope. It is only such 
Mexicans, Californians and Ameri­ 
cans as he was himself who regret his 
death. The manner of his taking-off' 
is one of which there are various 
opinions. Peoplo may approve an 
act, and yet disapprove of the means 
by which the end was attained. For 
ourselves, we think as Maebetli: “ If 
it were done when ’t is done, then 
'twere well it were done quickly.” 
The man deserved to be hanged, and 
we are not disposed to censure those 
who gave him his deserts. We do not 
believe that any but the low class 
named above think or say that he 
would not have been hanged as he was 
hanged had he been an American. It 
is as unjust as untrue to say that the 
Mexican and Californian population 
are swearing vengeance against those 
who placed R omo beyond the reach of 
harm to others by himself, or of harm 
to himself by others. A few of his 
own kind may do so, but only those 
few. 


D is p a t c h e s published in the H e r ­ 
a l d this morning indicate a very un­ 
settled state of affairs in Franco. 
There seems to be but little prospect 
of harmonizing the different parties, 
and under the intense excitement that 
prevails, we should not be astonished 
to hear that a civil war is devastating 
Paris within the next twenty-four 
hours. 
The Indiana Farmers’ State Con­ 
vention, which convened on Tuesday, 
adopted a resolution against a Presi­ 
dential second term. This will not 
meet the approval of G r a n t , who is 
now figuring for the third term. Both 
the Indiana and Illinois Farmers’ 
Conventions adopted strong reform 
resolutions. 
In a number of towns where no­ 
license has been voted, saloons con­ 
tinue ousiuess as if nothing had hap­ 
pened anil whisky is plentier than 
ever before. When the people enact 
a law they should enforce it. The will 
the people is the law of the land. 
Says the Marysville Appeal: “Not­ 
withstanding the cold season, sweet 
corn is already silking and tatscling.”

P r o v id e n c e (R. I.), June 11.—Gov. 
Howard in the Legislature to-day re­ 
iterated his determination not to be a 
candidate for Senator, and asking his 
friends not to vote for him.

Dixon, 27; Barstow, 20; scattering, 17. 
Combined Opposition to .Monopoly. 
S t . P au l (Minn.), June 11.—The Ex. 
ecutive Committees of the Democratic, 
Liberal Republican and Anti-Monop­ 
oly parties met here yesterday, and 
agreed to hold a joint Convention in 
this city September 23d, to nominate 
candidates for State offices. 
TI10 C alifornia K in s am i C ongress. 
N e w Y o r k , June 12.—The Califor­ 
nia Railroad Ring telegraphed to 
members of Congress the New York 
dispatch published in tho Bulletin of 
the 9th, intimating that the Pacific 
Railroad Committee was bribed to re­ 
fuse the Contract and Finance investi­ 
gation. It is said some of the Com­ 
mittee are disposed to take the war 
path. If serious, they will probably 
call 011 the New York Sun, from which 
your item was extracted avoiding its 
most offensive parts. Meantime I 
learn that Luttrell last Friday asked 
the Committee to delay acting a few 
days for his printed arguments, 
l’oliccnien in T rouble. 
N e w Y o r k , June 12.—Yesterday 
one policeman was dismissed from the 
force after a trial, on the charge of 
highway robbery. Another one was 
placed under arrest for so brutally 
clubbing a quiet citizen that he is not 
expected to live. 
The 1‘resld eu t W ill Veto th e F inance 
B ill—« c u era! D lx on th e Q uestion. 
W a s h in g t o n , Junp 12.—The con­ 
viction is spreading that the President 
will veto the Finance bill reported by 
the Conference Committee, if passed. 
It is stated that the President is op­ 
posed to the passage of any Finance 
bill until the depressing influences of 
the late panic shall have vanished, 
and Congressmen have had an oppor­ 
tunity for calmer consultation with 
their constituents. General Dix in a 
letter to General Grant, fully indors­ 
ed the financial plan set forth in his 
recent memorandum, adding that: “If 
the country will have the wisdom to 
adopt your plan, I am satisfied it will 
prove an effectual remedy for our fi­ 
nancial embarassment.”

Great Excite incut iu France. 
L o n d o n, June 12.—A Paris special 
to the Times says the Left Centre will 
to-day probably introduce a bill, the 
firstelause of wnich organizesa Repub­ 
lic according to the hill of 1873; the 
second fixes the date of the dissolution 
of the Assembly. The Gazette dc 
France says civil war will be the im­ 
mediate consequence of its dissolution. 
It is generally thought in the event of 
the dissolution, the Assembly, before 
dispersing, will authorize MacMahon 
to govern some months, probably a 
year, without an Assembly, and will 
also authorize him to dissolve the 
next Assembly. . The crowd at the de­ 
pot last evening numbered 109,000. 
The police clearly manifested sympa­ 
thy with the Boriapartists. 
Gnu teníala Must Apologize. 
L o n d o n, June 12.—It is stated that 
Lord Derby will not rest satisfied with 
the mere payment of an indemnity to 
Magee the British Vice-Consul at 
Guatemala, but will expect a formal 
apology to the British Government. 


ARIZONA. 
M ajor Duflielil Shot and K illed—Tlie 
Colorado Klver Falling. 
From the San Diogo Union's Dispatches. 
T ucson, June 10.—News is received 
from the tian Pedro, that on Friday 
last, at the Bronco Mine, M. B. Duf- 
lield, generally known as Major Duf- 
field, was shot in the face with a 
charge of buckshot and almost in­ 
stantly killed, by a man named 
Holmes. The difiiculty grew out of a 
question of title to the Bronco mine. 
Dufiield claimed it to be his property, 
and it he said to have threatened to 
use violence if necessary to obtain pos­ 
session. 
Evening—The following report is 
given to the immediate circumstlinces 
attending the shooting of Major Duf- 
field: On Duffieli’s arrival near the 
mine he was met by Holmes, armed 
with a shotgun, who asked Duffielil if 
he had come to drive him off. With­ 
out replying, Duffield walked steadily 
toward Holmes, who told him several 
times to stop, and not to come any 
nearer. Duffield, without any weap­ 
ons in his hands, continued to ad­ 
vance, when Holmes fired the fatal 
shot. The Deputy ¡sheriff' has gone 
out to bring Holmes in.
